While Democratic leaders from up- 
State here to attend yesterday's meeting 
of the Democratic State Committee 
almost to a man declared that there was | 
mo Hearst sentiment in their political | 
bailiwicks, developments of the day | 
atrongly indicated that William R.

Questioned by 
newspaper men, 
had discussed with Mr. Hearst. the ne- 
cessity of building up without delay 
fn the up-State counties a Democratic 
organization strong enough to insure 
the election of a Democratic Legislature 
pledged to redeem the State Government 
from the grip of the public utilities cor- 
porations and restore control to the 
people. Mr. Hearst, the Mayor said, 
had fully agreed that this was essential 
and to a further suggestion that dis- 
cussion of. candidates should be deferred 
until such an organization had _ been 
perfected.

Living Costs 55.4 Per Cent. 
Above the 1914 Levels 


The National: Industrial Conference 
Board, 10 East Thirty-ninth Street, 
reported yesterday that the cost of 
living among wage earners’ families 
on June 15 last was 55.4 per cent.

Special Cable to Tur New York TiMEs, 
PARIS, July 20.—It is now certain 
that some sort of moratorium on rep- 
arations payments will be. granted to 
Germany. The duration of this mora- 
torium and the terms Germany will be 
asked to accept in return for it will be 
determined, probably next week, by the 
Reparation Commission and then re- 

viewed by the Allied Governments. 

It is the idea of the French Govern- 
ment that if Germany is aided by an 
easing up on the part of the allies, Ger- 
many should be induced or obliged to 
make use of the improved situation to 
put her fiscal affairs in order in a way 
to assure the resumption of reparation 
Payments on a sure scale.

Robinson Declares for Early Action 
on Remaining Amendments 
and Final Vote.

WASHINGTON, July 20.—By a ma- 
jority of more than two to one the Sen- 
ate, late this afternoon, administered a 
severe rebuke to the Committee on 
Finance when, by a vote of 38 to 17, it 
refused to ratify the high duties the 
committee had recommended for the 
protection of the cotton glove industry. 
Some of the duties proposed represented 
ad valorem equiv@Ments of the specific 
rates as high as 119 per cent. 

An amendment proposed by Senator 
Lenroot and adopted by the Senate pro- 
vides that in no case shall the duty on 
gloves of the kind covered by the sched- | 
ule exceed 75 per cent. ad valorem. The | 
revolting Republicans numbered twenty. 

The repudiation of the committee foi- ; 
lowed a debate that lasted more than | 
four hours, the high duties proposed by | 


the committee being defended by Sen-| 
ators McCumber and Smoot and the New ; 
York Senators, Wadsworth and Calder. | 
This is the schedule popularly referred | 
to as the ‘‘ Gloversville, New York,’’ | 
schedule, because the principal advocate 
for the rates was ex-Representative | 
Littauer of Gloversville, one of the lead- | 
ing figures in the American glove in- 
dustry. The assault on the committee 
was directed by Senators Lenroot and 
Simmons. 

Even Senator Lodge refused to vote 
for the high duties proposed. He told 
the Senate that in his opinion. they were 
entirely too high. | 


New York Senaters Defend Rates. 

Senators Wadsworth and Calder de- 
clared abate at . present the glovemakers 
of Gloveraville were idle as a result.-of:

‘*I dislike very much," said Senator 
Lodge, ‘to disagree with the Committee 
on Finance, but I have looked into this 
matter and have been unable~to find 
any comparison of the differences in 
cost of production in this country and 
abroad that would justify the imposition 
of a duty as high as 119 per cent. ad 
valorem. I think the amendment of the 
Senator from: Wisconsin, which provides 
a maximum duty of 75 per cent. ad 
valorem, is ample."’ 

The ad valorem equivalents of the spe- 
cific rates as proposed by the cammittee 
began at 20 and 50 per cent. and then | 
jumped to 84, 92 and 119 per cent., ac- 
cording to the vaiue of the article.

Heavy Bombardment of the City 
Begun From Across the River 
by Irish National Force. 


20 ARE DEAD IN LIMERICK 


Attack Developing. on Whole 
Rebel Front—Government Re- 
jects Compromise Peace.

DUBLIN, July 20 (Passed by Military 
Censor).—A few days ago the boast was 
made on the irregulars’ behalf that de 
Valera was with’ the Director of Oper- 
ations in Limerick, but now irregular 
headquarters are transferred to some 
safer spot. Doubtless the capture of 
Limerick is in sight and it means the 
collapse of the citadel/ which the irreg- 
ulars had persuaded themselves ren- 
dered their left flank impregnable and 
defied any possibility of a successful 
turning movement against their main 
positions. But the guns have opened. on 
Waterford, rendering the right wing's 
position. extremely critical. 

Today. Waterford City is the great 
military objective. National troops ‘are 
bombarding it vigorously. Machine guns 
send messages of death over the waters 
of-the River Suir. The broad and rap- 
idly flowing tidal river with its famous 
tcll bridge prevents the troops for the 
moment from coming-into close : 
with the ¢r¥régulars. ane 

The attack began at 7 o'clock on Tues- 
day evening when the almost deserted 
eity awoke to thé cracking of rifles and 
rattling of machine .guns heralding the 
bursting war cloud overhanging it three 
weeks. The national forces from Kil- 
kenny under command of Col. Com- 
mandant Prout who laid siege to the 
city and coulda have entered it twenty- 
four hours ago but for the raising of 
the drawbridge between the city proper 
and the.majn roads and railways emerg- 
ing from the Kilkenny side of the river. 
The ferry ‘bark district and all the 
north bank of the river facing the city 
are in the hand of nationals who from 
concealed positions in the ‘woods of 
Mount Misery rising over the railway 
terminus rain showers of lead on the 
irregulars’ positions along the quay from 
the hotel opposite the drawbridge to 
Reginald’s tower, that dark old castle 
dating back to Danish times. 

It is a great military operation, and a 
splendid prelude to certain and final 
restoration of the whole of the southern 
province to the poople whose overwhelm- 
ing verdict established their right at 
the election. 

On the march from Kilkenny the 
troops bivouacked ‘in the meadows of 
Kilmacow, and before resumption re- 
ceived: general absolution from’ Father 
Greene. The picture of the men with 
Colonel Prout.at their head kneeling 
en masse before the vested priest is not 
easily forgotten. 

Waterford’s inhabitants have fled for 
the moment, while deliverence of the 
city is being secured, though at frightful 
cost of shrapnel and high explosive 
shells. 


Compromise Peace Rejected. 


The report that the irregulars of Cork 
went to Southern headquarters of the 
national forces to discuss peace finds no 
confirmation in Dublin. No verification 
is possible, as no news is coming. from 
the South today.

““The object of the conference was 
solely to secure information upon this!

Senator Cummins could not be per- 
suaded, by questioning to add to the} 
statement. He would not discuss the 
details. of the conference. Nor would 
he discuss future developments. 

Despite the reticence of Senator Cum- 
mins and others participating in the con- 
ference it was ascertained that no -real 
headway was made toward an adjust- 
“ment. One of the Senators present, 
however, without allowing his name to 
be used, said: 

‘“All I-care to say is that it is a 
damned serious situation.’’ 

The conference came as a surprise to 
the few in Washington who were first 
advised of it in dispatches from New 
York, saying that a delegation of Hast- 
ern rail executives was coming to Wash- 
ington. for a midnight conference with 
Chairman Cummins and other members 
of the Senate Finance Committee.

Following a conference in Saginaw 
yesterday with miners and mine owners, 
ithe Governor announced that he was 
prepared to, take over and operate the 
coal mines for the good of the public. 
Today John L.~Lewis, President of the 
United Mine Workefs, wired the Gover- 
nor from Washington that if the State 
desired to operate the coal mines the 
Governor also would have to make terms 
with the mine employes now on a strike 
before opening the mines. 

This was taken to mean that the min- 
ers would not go back to work even 
though the State did take over the oper- 
ation of the mines. The question is to 
be taken up this week with the mine 
workers’ officials. The Governor de- 
clares the mines must be worked.

RAIL BOARD IS UPHELD 
AGAINST PENNSYLVANIA 


Federal C enit Réleerses Order Re- 
straining Criticism of Road 
for Ignoring Decision. 


Special to The New York Times 

CHICAGO, July 20.—The claim of the 
Railroad Labor Board to possess the 
power of criticising those who ignore 
its decisions appeared to be upheld to- 
day in a judgment rendered by Justices 
Baker, Altschuler and Evans in the Fed- 
eral Court of Appeals, reversing the de- 
cision of Federal Judge Page in the 
test case of the Pennsylvania Road in 
connection with a decision of the board. 

The decision, in effect, not only re- 
stores props that had been knocked from 
under the labor unions, but it removes 
a grievance that railway shopmen have 
nursed for months. 

In a controversy between the board 
and the Pennsylvania Railroad, Judge 
Page had ruled that the board was not 
an integral part of the Government, was 
a corporate body, and therefore could 
sue and be sued. 

The decision has an important bearing 
on the present railroad strike inasmuch 


as the original dispute involved the 
forming of a ‘* company union ”’. by the 
Pennsylyania, which refused to meet 
unions of the federated shop crafts. 
The railroad insisted that it had the 
right to deal with its own employes and 
Judge Landis supported this contention 
by granting a_ temporary injunction 
restraining the Labor Board from criti- 
cising the actions of the railroad in con- 
nection with the company union matter. 
Later Judge Page made the injunction 
permanent. 

In his decision Judge Page ruled that 
the Railroad Labor Board had exceeded 
its authority and had jurisdiction only 
in cases directly concerning wages and 
working rules. : 

The decision was appealed by Solicitor 
General Beck, who contended that it 
would invalidate hundreds of the board's 
rulings. Today’s action of the Court 
of Appeals, it was predicted, will invali- 
date the wage agreement which the 
Pennsylvania Railroad recently an- 
nounced it had made with its shop em- 
ployes, because the Labor Board found 
that the road was dealing with repre- 
sentatives of less than 15 per cent. of 
its employes, without considering the 
sentiments of the remainder of the 
workers. Officials of the road this week 
announced that the new wage agree- 
ments affected 14 ),000. 

Reversal of Judge Page’s rulings Is 
held to mean that the Pennsylvania, 
the most prominent carrier fostering 
the open shop, will be compelled to meet 
with shop crafts representatives in se- 
lecting employes to méet with its of- 
ficials.

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TARIFF THREATENS 
| TRADE WITH EGYPT 


Prohibitive Rate. on Cotton Will 
Cost Us $100,000,000 a Year, 
It Is Estimated There. 


BUSINESS MEN ARE AROUSED 


Americans Who Are Opening Up 
bh New Markets Fear Defeat if 
& , Policy Is Not Changed.

CAIRO, July 20.—Everybody in Egypt 
With the faintest idea of economics— 
Americans, British, French, Italians, 
Greeks, Egyptians and the real polyglot 
community—is watching. anxiously the 
‘trend of American policy concerning the 
import duty on long staple cotton into 
the United States.. The matter is one of 
national importance to Egypt, and in a 


pveeeet degree to America. 2 


. During this week international cap- 
tains of commerce in Cairo and Alexan- 
dria were interviewed on this _matter. 
‘_In the main their views are identical. 
American business men, with close 
knowledge of cotton-growing conditions 
in the United States, point out that if 
. the present temporary import duty on 
long ‘staple cotton into the United States 
is incorporated permanently in the new 
tariff legislation it will constitute the 


thin. end of the wedge which ultimately 
will split Egypto-American commercial 
relations asunder. They point out -that 
the fundamental fact in the case ts not 
the protection needed for long staple 
cotton grown in the United States, but 
that the American grown long staple 
is inferior to Egyptian long staple and 
canrot replace Egyptian in American 
manufacturing industries. They say fur- 
ther that protection of long staple must 
have as an inevitable corollary a pro- 
tective tariff. for short staple cotton. 
This means American industries wiil be 
forced to use inferior cotton, notably for 
tires. Thus, while thousands of farmers, 
perhaps, will gain a slight advantage 
through the tariff, millions of farmers 
and business men generally~ in, the 
United States will suffer disadvantage 
through having to use automobile tires 
and other cotton products which neces- 
sarily.are inferior in quality to those at 
present in use. Or, if long staple cotton 
is prohibitively taxed while long staple 
products are allowed to enter the United 
States practically on a free trade basis, 
the American tire industry, for instance, 
is bound to be badly hit. ; 

However, even if the reaction ‘in the 
United States were not serious, there 
are other important considerations re- 
quiring careful attention. It is neces- 
sary to recognize that the import duty 
on Egyptian cotton eventually means 
the elimination of Egyptian cotton from 
American industry. This indeed is the 
aim of the American cotton growers who 
are urging that the duty be made-per- 
manent. 

if the duty is confirmed the first_ef- 
fect on American foreign commerce wil! 
be the loss of Egypt's trade with 
America. Last year this amounted -to 
$50,000,000. Thus at a stroke of the 
pen American legislators will lose for 
America more than $50,000,000 annually 
just at a time when American business 
men now in Egypt are developing grow- 
ing markets for American manufactures. 
if America bars out [Egyptian cotton, 
Egypt obviously will be seriously impov- 
erished and American commercial pio- 
neers in Egypt will have to retreat fur- 
ther. 

If Egyptian cotton is unable to enter 
the United States there will be a sub- 
stantia] loss to the United States Ship- 
ping Board, whose ships now find prof- 
{table cargoes in the transporting of 
Egyptian cotton to American ports. 
Otherwise they would be empty on the 
homeward journeys. 

It is estimated here that if tariff legis- 
lation drives Egyptian cotton from 
America the total loss to the United 
States will be more than $100,000,000 
annually. 

Finally there is another aspect. Amer- 
fica having capitulations in Egypt is safe 
from retaliation. If-America makes the 
prohibitive tariff on Egyptian cotton 
permanent it is tantamount to tying an 
opponent's hands, then ‘hitting him in 
the face. 

In the foregoing only such arguments 
ere given as are presented by American 
business men here who are willing to 
“repeat them to any American authority. 
Other nationalities in business ~ in 
Egypt ‘go even further in their state- 
ments.

IN JACKSON'S LUNGS 


Physician’s Testimony Protested 
by Counsel for Exterminator, on 
Trial for Manslaughter. 


Despite objections by counsel for Al- 
bert Bradicich, a vermin exterminator, 
who is being tried for manslaughter on 
the charge of causing the deaths of. Mr. 
and Mrs. Freemont M. Jackson in their 
apartment in the Hotel Margaret Annex 
in Brooklyn last April/ the: prosecution 
got before the jury yesterday testimony 
to show that cyanogen gas in the lungs 
was detected at the autopsy. 

It was charged that Bradicich was 
careless in releasing. cyanogen gas in 
an apartment below the Jackson’s and 
that the gas seeped through crevices 
in the floor and overcame:.them. Dr. 
William W. Hala, who assisted in the 
autopsy° on Mr. Jackson's. body, said 
that when he opened the chest cavity 
he distinctly smelled the gas and spoke 
of it to Dr. Charles Wuest, the medical 
examiner. 

**I told Dr. Wuest,”’ he said, “that 
I believed Mr. Jackson -had died of cy- 
anogen poisoning because of, the odor 
from his Jungs, after which Dr. Wuest 
left..the room.” 

County Judge Haskell told the jury 
that they should not consider Dr. Hala’s 
testimony that of an expert, inasmuch 


as he had never treated a case of cy- 
anogen gas poisoning.

This provision 
ought to be hailed with ane not only 
by the farmers, but by all of the con- 
sumers who buy the products of the 
farm. It will develop at Nitrate Plant 
No, 1 the greatest experimental labora- 
tory in the world. «>» 

“Instead of turning over the surplus 
power to any one individual or to one 
corporation, to be used for his or its 
financial. benefit, -without regulation 
from amy’ source whatever, it will be 
able to supply electricity to the people 
at large, and cities and communities 
hundreds of miles distant from Muscle 
Shoals will receive benefits either di- 
rectly from this source, or indirectly, by 
the cheapening of electricity by men and 
corporations who will be competitors of 
this governmental corporation.” 

The report will be followed by another 
from the committee next week, presented 
by Senator Ladd, Republican, North 

Dakota, and supported by those favor- 
ing unconditional acceptance of the Ford 
offer.

WITH WAR FRAUDS 


Attorney General Organizes 
Special Division to Decide Dis- 
position of Every Case. 


GIVES BODY FULL POWERS 


Daugherty Himself Barred. From 
Dropping Any Suit Without.the 
Board’s Authorization. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 20.—Final de- 
cision for prosecuting or dropping war 
contract cases will rest with a special 
board of review and not with any one 
person in the Department of Justice, it 
Was announced today in a department 
@tatement outlining the organization of 


the special division authorized by a 
$500,000 Congressional appropriation to 
investigate war fraud cases, 

So broad are the powers of this special 
board that not even Attorney General 
Daugherty can drop a war contract suit 
without its authorization. This announce- 
ment indicates a departure from the 
original plan organizing the special De- 
partment of Justice division for prosecu- 
tion of war fraud cases, when Mr. 
Daugherty declared that final decision 
as to what suits should be brought and 
what cases dropped would rest with him, 
and him alons. 

The new body will be known as the 
Board of Administration and Review 
and will be composed of the Attorney 
General, six of his assistants and others 
whom he may desire to appoint. 

It was noted in the statement that 
the new division authorized by 

1ess, which is now pusving the surplus 
umber cases and investigation of the 
Chemical Foundation before the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Grana Jury, is of- 
fictally known as the War Transactions 
Section, rather than~ by its previous 
designation of War Frauds Section. 

The appointment of an advisory 
couneil to render opinions upon pro- 
ceedure and points of law in war con- 
tract cases also was announced. This 
body will be composed of former Sena- 
tor Charles S. Thomas of Colorado, 
former Judge T. H. Bigger of Columbus, 
Ohio, and Charles Ferr, recently re- 
signed as United States Judge of the 
Panama Canal Zone.

‘An important provision of the plan 
under which the war contract cases are 
being prosecuted by the Government is 
that any member of the Board of Ad- 
ministration and Review shall have the 
rig::t ts have his dissenting vote on any 
questioa made a matter of record and 
to file dissenting opinion in any matter 
which has been passed on by the board. 
Thus the utmost freedom of action is 
given to the board and its members, and 
no action can be taken without the rea- 
|sons for that action becoming a matter 
of public record. ; 

‘““An administrative officer has been 
designated to have charge of the carry- 
ing out of all administration matters 
relating to the War Transactions Sec- 
tion and of its proper co-ordination with 
the other divisions of the Department of 
Justice through the Assistant Attorney 
General in charge of administration.’’ 

The statement says that the War 
Transactions Section has been divided 
into five subdivisions, which will have 
charge of cases growing out of contracts 
concerning aviation, camps and canton- 
ments, Quartermaster Corps, ordnance 
and foreign expenditures and miscella- 
neous cases. 


NO VOTING MACHINES 
| TO BE SET UP HERE 


|Makers Are Unwilling to Face 
Litigation Certain to Follow 
Their Installation. 


ALBANY, N. Y., July 20.—No voting 
machines will be installed in New York 
City this Fall, Secretary of State John 
J. Lyons announced this afternoon. The 
| reason given was that the only company 
| manufacturing machines ‘‘that have 
j} stood the test of time, and which ‘is 
| equipped to the extent of being able to 
supply New York with the required num- 
| ber of machines this Fall, has come to 
the decision that it does not want to 
enter into any contract, so far as New 
York City is concerned.’’ 

The law authorizes the Secretary of 
State to let the contract for enough ma- 
chines to equip at least 15 per cent. of 
the New York polling places this year, 
but, following the disagreement of the 
Board of Elections, came the refusal 
of the Automatic Registering Machine 
Corporation, of Jamestown, N. Y., to 
sell ‘machines to a city ‘‘ where there 


is every prospect of obstruction and liti- 
gation staring it in it's face.” 





John R. Voorhis, President of the 
of Elections, who has opposed 
making a contract with the Jamestown 
firm manufacturing voting machines, 
declared last night that he was not sur- 
prised that the firm had refused” to con- 
tinue its efforts to get its machine in- 
stalled in this city. He said he had 
opposed this particular inachine because 
he believed it was too costly. 

if the machine was forced upon the 
city, Mr. Voorhis said, litigation would 
be sure to follow, as the financial offi- 
clals would not agree to the price. Op- 
portunity, he said, should be given to 
manufacturers to submit other types of 
machines, as he understood they could

Two days ago died in New York one 
of the anonymous powers. of modern 
democracy—tne editor of a _ powerful 
newspaper. Charles Ransom Miller, as 
director of the policy of THE NEw YorK

pable exponents, was little heard of ex- 
cept in professional circles which are 
acquainted with the inside of news- 
paperdom. Yet day in, day out, for 
something like forty years, he gave the 
mot d’ordre to an-organ which today 
is admittedly one of the most influential 
in the world. 

As the editor of THr New YORK 
Times Mr. Miller was a powerful con- 
servative influence.

MONTENEGRO. 

The house of PETROVITCH-NIEGOSH, 
like the Sruarts, gets more loyal sup- 
port than it deserves. Mr. Lvtcr 
CriscuoLo, head of the American 
committee of Montenegrin irreconcil- 
ables (though himself not a Montene- 
grin), says that Montenegro still 
lives.

COUNTRY AND CITY. 

The statement of the Census Bu- 
reau that only 29.9 per cent. of the 
people of the United States live on 
farms may disturb those who think 
that the trend from the. land thus 
indicated is portentous. But whatever 
the migration to the city means in its 
moral and economic consequences, the 


|fact that the number of persons en- 


gaged in agricultural pursuits has 
decreased in the last hundred years 
from 87 per. cent. to 30 per cent. is 
not in. itself ominous. The decline is 
due in part to an increase in the agri- 
cultural productivity of the average 
farmer. 

In the early days an entire family on 
the farm produced little if any more 
than enough for its own subsistence. 
Now one family produces sufficient 


|for three families, and perhaps even 


more. The other two, or three, are 
free to get fuel for all; to manufac- 
ture, transport, buy and sell; to care 
for the sick as doctors or nurses; to 
see that justice is done among all;

research, to bring art in all its forms 
to the enrichment and adornment of 
life. So the actual number engaged 
in agriculture, up to the point of 
maximum productivity, is roughly in 
inverse ratio to the degree of its de- 
velopment. And this development in 
turn connotes in a general way the 


sort of civilization that rests upon it. | 


In China 70 per cent. or more of the 
people are engaged in farming, and yet 
there are not enough farmers to till 
all the available land, so crude are 
their methods of production. With us 
30 per cent. release 70 per cent. for 
other employment; thirty millions re- 
lease seventy millions. 

The thing of prime consequence is 
that those thirty millions shall have a 
fair share of the fruits of the civiliza- 
tion that has its roots in the soil of 
the farm. The provision and main- 
tenance of better rural schools is 
essential. It is of national importance 
that the public now give more serious 
attention to such rural school pro- 
grams as are prepared for New York 
and Pennsylvania. This better farm, 
better farm home, better rural school 
movement is widespread and is even 
further on its way in the States of the 
Middle West. As indication of this 
new spirit among the farmers them- 
selves, it is reported that a meeting 
was held a fortnight ago out in 
Illinois, at which 20,000 or 25,000 
were gathered to celebrate and further 
the work of the farm and home bu- 
reaus. Better farmers may indeed 
mean fewer farmers. And a trend 
from the farm may be a sign of a 
higher state of farm development—a 
trend which is good or bad, according 
to what happens at the city end.

would be a serious loss to human knowl- 
edge to suppress PErrroNIus, whatever 
may be thought of SCHNITZLER and D. H. 
LAWRENCE, 

It used to be assumed by courts which 
construed the law that persons who 
could read the classical languages were 
already corrupt beyond hope of redemp- 
tion; hence the obscene classics were 
usually allowed to circulate without in- 
terference. Mr. SUMNER has now at- 
tacked that interpretation of the law.

There has been a good deal of misin- 
formation published in the papers of the 
country recently about the endorsement 
by the Confederate reunion of a book 
that contained matter supposed to be 
unjust to Mr. Lincoln, As I am in pos- 
session of the facts in the case, also of 
a few of these books, I will be glad to 
straighten this matter out for y of 
your readers desiring to learn the truth. 

In the first place, this book is not a 
history, nor was it written by Colonel 
Huger W. Jackson of Curryville, Va., as 
thé writers of the letters‘in the papers 
seem to think, but it is a small pamphlet 
written by a Confederate naval officer, 
Captain H. W. Johnstone of Idyl- 
wild, Ga. 

The data in this. little book did not 
originate. with Captain Johnstone; he 
simply culled them from the ‘“‘Records of 
the War of the Rebellion’’ and put them 
in convenient shape for the reader. This 
many-volumed record, as you doubtless 
knew, was published by the United 
States Government and supposed for 
that reason to be authentic. Any one 
willing to take the time to fefret out 
this matter can get this same informa- 
tion by reading the ‘Records of the 
War of the Rebellion.” 

The data in this little pamphlet are all 
based on Lincoln’s signed telegrams as 
reported in this Government record, and 
it. goes without saying that if the in- 
ferences drawn from these telegrams are 
uncomplimentary to Mr. Lincoln, then 
the responsibility for this offense harks 
back to the United States Government, 
which published these telegrams, and 
has put this book in néarly every library 
in the country. 

There are doubtless many libraries in 
your city that possess copies of this 
Government record, so it will be easy 
for any one who desires ta do so to 
verify this matter for himself. 

The “leader” that appeared in your 
paper on this subject was, in my judg- 
ment, more discriminating than that in 
any other paper that has come under 
my notice.

Dickman Heads Body Named to, 


Drop 1,700 Army Officers. 


WASHINGTON, July 20.—The Board 
of General Officers’ to supervise reduc- 
tion of the number of regular officers 
of the army to the figures prescribed 
by: Congress will be headed by Major 
Gen. Joseph T. Dickman, retired, as 
President.s Other members of the board 
will be Major Gen. Merritt W. Ireland, 
Surgeon General; Major Gen. Henry P. 
‘McCain, retired, former Adjutant Gen- 
éral, and, Brig. Gens. Andre W. Brew- 
ster and Ernest Hinds. 

‘The magnitude and importance of 
the work of this board have caused the 
utmost care to be observed in the selec- 
tion of its members,’”’ the War Départ- 
ment’s announcement said. It added 
that the department had sought to pro- 
vide for ‘‘a thoroughly just and im- 
partial ’’ survey by the board and in the 
make-up of the board had excluded of- 
ficers now or recently *‘ closely identi- 
fied with the present War Department 
administration,’’ and included officers 
not graduates of West Point and an of- 
ficer who did not serve abroad during 
the war. The board also represents the 
major branches of the army in that men 
who have served in the infantry, the ar- 
tillery, the cavalry and in the staff de- 
partments are members. 

It will be the function of the board to 
pass upon the records of all officers in 
the army, with the exception of Second 
Lieutenants, and determine the relative 
value of such officers to. the Govern- 
ment.

It is ‘estimated that probably more 
than 1,700 officers now on the rolls of 
the regular army and ineluding officers 
of all classes Will be thus honorably dis- 
charged as a measure of governmental 
economy demanded by Congress. 


RETAIL FOOD COST RISES. 


Average Increase of 1 Per Cent. 
From May 15 to June 15. 


WASHINGTON, July 20.—The retail 
eost of food to the average family in 
the United States Increased 1 per cent. 
from May.15 to June 15, according to a 
report today by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics of the Department of Labor. 

Qf forty-three food articles computed 
in the average, increases,in twenty-one 
ranged from 20 per cent\ for potatoes 
to one-half of 1 per cent. for bananas. 
Decreases in twelve ranged from 18 per 
cent. for onions to 1 per cent. for canned 
peas, while prices for the others re- 
mained practically stationary. 

The largest increase in food prices for 
the month was 4 per cent. for Detroit. 
Of the ten cities out of fifty-one show- 
ing a decrease in the average price, 
none exceeded i per cent.

Present Situation One in Which 
Friction Between the Two Coun- 
tries Might Easily Arise.

WASHINGTON, July 20.—A high 
spokesman of the Administration today 
furnished an informal summary of the 
situation {nvolving the issues between 
this country and Mexico, from which it 
is apparent that recognition of Mexico 
by the American Government is as far 
off as ever unless the Obregon Govern- 
ment translates informal assurances 
into action and gives those definite and 
precise guarantees of security which are 
insisted upon rigidly by the American 
Government, 

The statement of the case today was 
the more significant, becausé it came en 
the heels of the recent visit to the White 
House and State Department of Adolfo 
de la Huerta, Mexican Minister of Fi- 
nance, to whom the attitude of the 
Washington Government was again 
clearly explained during his conference 
of nearly two hours with Secretary of 
State Hughes. The hope is expressed 


here that upon his return tg Mexico 
City Sefior de la Huerta -make a 
report to President Obregon: that would 
be followed by affirmative action by the 
Mexican Government of such character 
as to warrant recognition.

icans. If they ‘wish prompt reco: on 
they can give prompt guarantees, The 
longer they delay the action for which 
Secretary Hughes, as spokesman for 
President Harding, is waiting the longer 
recognition will be delayed.

The second big opportunity afforded 
the Obregon Government, the official 
said, was in connection with the recent 
international banking agreement con-

Minister de la Huerta and representa- 
tives of the international ereditors of 
Mexico. ‘Tnis agreement, which was 
heralded as a step in the direction of 
recognition, has not been approved by 
Obregon, who apparently is unable, or 
unwilling, to act in the face of a re- 
luctant Congress. 

The third case mentioned had to do 
with the agreement entered into by 
American oil men at Mexico City with 
the Mexican authorities. 

The fotirth case was the decisions by 
the Mexitan Supreme Court be 
upon the question of the retroactivity of 
Article 27 o¥ the Mexican Constitution. 
Numerous statements have been made, 
it was pointed-out, to. the effect that 
these decisions afforded the guarantees 
against confiscation which the American 
Government has been seeking. Never- 
theless, the official continued, it has 
proved impossible, despite weeks of de- 
lay, for this Government to obtain 
copies of tne text of these decisions or 
to find out in a specific and definite way 
exactly how comprehensive they are in 
scope, 

Action on agrarian lands was the fifth 
point discussed by the officlal. Ex- 
propriation, which is regarded here as 
not being in accordance with American 
principles, apparently is sanctioned by 
the laws and constitutions of some of 
the Mexican States, it was stated, and 
the Obregon Government either is unable 
or umwiilling to prevent the carrying 
out of these laws. 

President Obregon, in speeches and in 
interviews, has many times asserted 
that Article 27 will not be applied retro- 
actively. Such assertions were welcome 
to this Government, but inasmuch as 
they were personal and informal, were 
not regarded as sufficient. 

The United States proposed, therefore, 
a treaty of amity and commerce which 
would definitely safeguard American 
rights. This treaty, President Ob im 
stated, he had no authority to sign. 6 
fact that he said he had no authority to 
do this greatly detracted, in the opin- 
ion of the American Government, from 
the previous statements of the Mexican 
President that no retroactive effect 
would be given to the Constitutional pro- 
visions. 

Since negotiations began with the 
Mexican Government, there have been 
numerous instances of confiscation of 
American agrarian holdings in Mexico, 
it was officiahy admitted today. The 
term used by the Mexican Government, 
it was explained, is expropriation, but 
expropriation implies payment, and no 
just payment has been made in numer- 
ous cases, and the proceeding, therefore, 
becomes confiscation. In many instances 
valuation was based on taxes which re- 
sulted in only a nominal value being 
placed on the land, and payment at the 
merely nominal figure was then offered 
in practically worthless bonds. 

This Government has no objection to 
expropriation in the interests of some 
worthy public policy, as for example,

Stewart Browne, in Letter to 
Hylan, Says Hearings Have 
Become “Public Scoldings.”’ 


OPPOSES $600,000 VOTED 


Charges Estimate Board Put Citl- 
zens to Vexatious Delays—Lew- 
isohn Protests Building in Park. 


The Board of Estimate’s action on the 
Proposed Central Park war meniorial, 
for which $600,000 was appropriated 
Wednesday, despite the protests of civic 
associations and individuals interested 
in the parks, was attacked yesterday 
by Stewart Browne of the United 
Real Estate, Owners’ Association. Mr. 
Browne, in a letter ‘to Mayor Hylan, 
declared that hearings of the board had 
degenerated into ‘‘ public scoldings.’’ 

Mr. Browne was one of those present 
at Wednesday’s hearing. He quit the 
meeting after the Mayor had threatened 
to have him seated by force. 

The Parks and Playgrounds Associa- 
tion, it was said yesterday, would have 
a statement to make with regard to the 
Board of Estimate’s action. George 
Gordon Battle, President of the asso- 
ciation,.is in Maine. William Brad- 
ford Roulstone, Chairman of the Parks 
Committee, represented the association 
at the board meeting.

My Dear Mayor Hylan: While John

Board of Estimate is extremely dis- 
courteous and inconsiderate and makes 
a ‘bully’ Chairman.

Don’t you think it is 
absurd to vote $600,000 for something 
or other that you say you don’t know 
anything about? But you can’t fool 
me with that statement. The Jamaica 
Bay Boulevard was to be paid for by 
Queens, but before the last election 
it was by your 'board’s resolution 
made a city-wide charge. There are 
hundreds of similar cases.

FARRAR ASKS 99600 
FROM LOU TRLLEGEN 


Opera Singer Suing for Divorce 
Says Husband Failed to 
Repay Loans. 


ANSWER DENIES DEBTS 


Denial of Plea for Details of Reply 
Reveals Action Filed Several 
Months Ago. 


Geraldine Farrar, opera singer, who is 
suing her husband, Lou Tellegen, actor, 


for divorce, filed a new suit against him 
in the Supreme Court several months 
ago, in which she demands the repay- 
ment of $9,600 alleged to have been lent 
to Tellegen during the. four years they 
lived together. 

This did not become known until yes- 
terday, when an application by Miss 
Farrar to coinpel her husband to give 
particulars of the defense in his answer 
mailed to her attorneys last month was 
denied by Justice Donnelly. The papers 
also show that Max D. Steuer is now 
acting as attorney for Tellegen. The 
answer claimed ail the money was re- 
paid. 

In her petition asking for particulars, 
the opera singer demanded that her hus- 
band tell when, where, by whom, to 
whom, and in what manner the pay- 
ments were made, because the only in- 
formation given in his answer is a gen- 
eral allegation that ‘‘each and every 
sum of money that the defendant bor- 
rowed from the plaintiff he duly paid to 
the plaintiff, and there is no Indebted- 
ness existing from the defendant to the 
plaintiff.” 

The petition stated that Miss Farrar 
is suing for the following loans: $2,000 on 
Jan. 17, 1918; $6,000, Feb. 20, 1919; $100, 
March 28, 1921; $500, June 3, 1921, and 
$1,000, July 1, 1921. The date of the last 
alleged loan was shortly before Miss 
Farrar is said to have ousted her hus- 
band from her residence in this city, 
which resulted in his filing a separation 
suit in August and her divorce action in 
New York County. The two actions were 
joined later and will be tried here to- 
gether. 

Mr. Steuer, for Tellegen, in opposing 
the application, pointed out decisions by 
the Appellate Division stating that the 
caurt will not require a defendant to 
give particulars of defenses of payment 
‘unless very special reasons appear.”’

IMPERIAL DIADEM VANISHES.| 


Austrian Diamond and Ruby Orna- 
ment Reported Missing. 


A diamond and:ruby diadem, described 
as part of the Imperial Austrian jewels, 
disappeared two months ago from their 
place of arenes. in the Spanish Con- 
sulate in Vienna. Coupled with the an- 
nouncement was a warning to Ameri- 
cans not to buy gems represented as 
part of the Austrian crown jewels. 

The statement, issued on behalf of 
Baron Clemens von Radowitz-Nei. who 
is at the Waldorf, and Count de Korwin- 
Sokolowski, who sailed for Europe last 
Saturday, said in part:

“Count de Sokolowski had been a flier 


with the Hungarian air. forces, and be- 
cause he was intimately related to 
Hungarian royalty he took unto himseif 
the task of slipping out of the country 
many members of the royal family 
whose lives were imperiled by the revo- 
lutionists. The Archduchess Blanca of 
Austria, ene of the Princesses of Bour- 
bon, told the Count of the royal jewels 
having been secreted. The diamond- 
ruhy diadem was hidden in a convent in 
Vienna, and at the Archduchess’s re- 
quest the Count went to Vienna when 
the imperial family had been safely re- 
moved to Spain, and claimed them. The 
diadem was placed with the spanish 
Consulate in Vienna.”’ 

The diadem was the property of the 
Archduchess Blanca, and consists of five 
stars of diamonds, with a ruby in the 
centre of each star of diamonds. It is 
valued at $25,000.

MADE FRENCH SEE LIGHT 


Best Opportunity Since the Armi- 
stice Is Opening for Germany 
to.

LONDON, July 21.—European interest 
is concentrating upon the reparations 
question, The return of the Guarantee 
Committee probably bringing offers from 
the Wirth Government, the tentative pro- 
posals for British remission of the 
French debt, the favorable reception of 
which in America has given them a de- 
cided boost, and finally the expected 
meeting of Premiers Lloyd George and 
Poincaré in the near future encourage 
hopes that this all important question 
may be entering on ‘its final stage. 

There is one essential difference be- 
tween the present and past efforts. The 
breaking up of the bankers’ conference 


at Paris last month and the statement 
of the bankers, as well as the logic of 
the whole loan incident, have shaped 
world sentiment toward businesslike 
procedure in the reparations settlement. 
It is evident that real progress has 
been made in an approach to a settle- 
ment. ‘Chis progress has not yet taken 
visible form, but it is none the less real. 
It consists largely in mental clarification 
on the subject of German reparations. 
Until very recently it was impossible, 
in France at least, to separate 
question of meting out justice to the 
Germans for devastation damage and 
sacrifice of life from the question of how 
much could be collected from them, and 
when and how. With the means at hand 
in the shape of a great efficient army to 
inflict, as an alternative incomparably 
more terrible than any amount of in- 
demnity, the partial or complete des- 
truction of Germany, the Frenchman's 
jaws have been set against letting the 
Germans off cheaply. Why should this 
people, as skillful in trade as they were 
eruel in war be treated leniently by the 
country -they had tried to. destroy by 
force, and would later try to ruin by in- 
dustrial! competition made easier for 
them by this very leniency?

There is a fooling of hopefulness that 
the Committes on Guarantees brings 
back from Berlin assurances regarding 
the German budget and supervision of 
its details and suggestions of measures 
to be taken to prevent the evasion 
of capital and for imposing increased 
taxes. Of course,a recurrence of the 
crisis is to be expected and matters 
may get worse before they get better, 
but at least there is a pretty general 
feeling that the reparations problem ‘is 
less insoluble than it seemed_ three 
months ago.

When Sir 
Robert Horne suggested last Winter in 
Paris that the French debts to Great 
| Britain might be made payable in Ger-

| The scheme was in fact to be a unt- 
versal one. All allied debts to Great

| Great Britain are approximately. double 
the British debt to the United States it 
will be seen that the net sums taken in 
| German bonds by Great Britain and the 

United States—the net sacrifices accept- 
ed by the two countries—would be ap-

| ‘The present obstacle to this scheme 
| lies in the altitude of American opin- 
lien. The American voter burdened by 
| high taxation has been told by many 
of his newspapers and public men that 
the way to get it down is to make the 
Allies pay their debts. The only ally 
who has expressed readiness and wil- 
|lingness to pay is Great Britain, and 
he is loath to commute this imme- 
| diately available money for German 
bonds whose value, if any, would be 
| unrealizable till a remote date. 

‘* Perhaps if he realized the relation 
|of the debt question to Europe's recov- 
ery and that of Europe's recovery to 
America’s trade he would think other- 
wise, but he does not and there are no 
| substantial signs that he will. In. these 
circumstances Great Britain will’ of 
course adhere to her obligation to pay 
her American debt. When the House 
rises Sir Rebert Horne will proceed to 
Washington and arrange there: with the 
American Government for it to be fund- 
ed over a period of years. 

‘The situation as between Great Brit- 
ain and France, therefore, is that the 
condition upon which the British offer 
was based has at present very little 
|jchance of being fulfilled,. and the Brit- 
|} ish Government can scarcely see its way 
to go ahead without it for the reasons 
so succinctly given by the Prime Min- 
ister in the answer which we quoted 
above. 

““It is, however, conceivable . that 
| France herself might give us some con- 
sideration in return for our making 
some set-off of the German for the 
{French debt. Such consideration would 
| presumably be political;. France might 
| accede to our views regarding the pres- 
d | ent very expensive occupation of German 
territory by the allied forces. 

‘“We are not aware that any definite 
suggestions of this kind have ever been 
made, though the idea may have been 
| mooted in formal talks. At all events, 
|in the critical situation now resulting 
¢ som the German mark’s collapse and 
j}danger to French finances, no stone of 
discussion ought be left unturned.’”’

Brooklyn. Team Comes to Life 
and Hammers Four Chi- 
cago Pitchers.

CHICAGO, July 20.—The faltering 
Robins today gained their second victory 
in the thirteen games played on -their 
present Western-trip thus far, defeating 
the Cubs in the second contest of the se- 
ries.

Chicago Boxer Issues Formal Defi 
to Victor in Leonard-Tendler 
Contest.

Mayor Hague 
of Jersey City has assured me that we

So he 
took’ Ronsey before Justice Morschauser 
who increased the amount just four 
times. Ronsey’s friends were surprised 
and left. their friend in the county jail 
here. He was indicted today on the 
charge of grand larceny in the second 
degree.

WASHINGTON, July 20.—A bill. di- 
Tecting the President to name a com- 
mission of six American citizens to de- 
termine and settle all claims of the 
Government of the United States or) of 
American citizens growing out “of the 
War against Germany was introduced 
in the Senate today by Mr. Underwood 
of Alabama. 

Senator Underwood said that while 
many bills had been introduced in this 
Congress to return properties seized by 
the Alien Property Custodian to the 
original German owners, not a 
single measure has been introduced 
looking to the’ indemnification of the 
Americans whose relatives were mur- 


_- dered or whose property was destroyed 


by the forces of Germany in violation 
of the rules of civilized warfare and 


a of international law. 


‘*T say to Congress,’’ said Senator 
Underwood, ‘‘ that it will be derelict in 
its duties to the American citizens who 
lost their Hves by the violent conduct 
of our late-German enemies unless some 
action is taken immediately that will 
provide a tribunal to act on the claims 
of the heirs of those who were mur- 
dered and on the claims of those whose 
property was so ruthlessly destroyed.’’ 

Had Waited for Republican 

Under the separate treaty negotiated 
with Germany, said Mr. Underwood, the 
Government of that country recognized 


Action. 


. the right of the United States to utilize, 
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if necessary, the proceeds of the sale of 
properties seized by the Alien Property 
Custodian to meet the just claims of this 
Government and its nationals against 
Germany. More than a year had passed 
since that treaty was ratified and yet 


no effort had been made, he said, so far 
as he knew, to give American claimants 
an opportunity to state their cases and 
prove their claims. 

** Up-to this time I have not acted in 
this matter,’’ Senator Underwood pro- 
ceeded, ‘‘ because I have felt that it 
was a matter which primarily rested in 
the hands of the party now in power. 
But I feel that I should not wait any 
longer, and I have therefore drafted 
and now introduce a bill the purpose of 
which is to protect these rights of our 
Government and of our own citizens.’’ 

Exception to the position of Senator 
Underwood was taken by Senators 
Walsh of Montana, King and Borah, 
who argued that the Government had no 
right to seize the private property of 
enemy nationals for the purpose of ineet- 
ing the claims of American citizens 
against the enemy Government. Sena- 
tor Underwood replied that it was very 
well to argue that the United States 
fought the German Government and not 
the German people, vet the fact re- 
mained that but for the support of its 
people the German Government could 
not have kept the war going one year. 


Right Secured by Treaties. 


‘“The question of confiscation,” said 
Senator Underwood, ‘‘ no longer exists, 
because, under the treaties which have 
been made, the German Government, 
speaking for itself and its nationals, 
has conceded that this property seized 
by the-Alien Property Custodian may be 
used to pay these claims if the German 
Government itself does not pay them. 
If Congress is in honor bound to do any- 
thine ft is in honor bound to protect the 
rights of American citizens who had 
their lives and their property ruthlessly 
destroyed by an enemy Governme t. 

** For us to say that we have no claims 
against a people. who, at that time, were 
dropping bombs on London from air- 
planes, destroying private property, 
murdering innocent citizens, and who, 
from a distance of seventy-five miles, 
were firing on Paris, not for military 
purposes, but for the purpose of ter- 
rorizing innocent French citizens; to say 
that the Congress of the United States 
is in honor bound to protect the rights 
of the citizens of the enemy Government 
rather than the rights of American citi- 
zens is not at all in acocrd with my 
viewpoint on the subiect.’’ 


No Lusitania Adjustment. 


‘Can the Senator say whether any ar- 
rangement has so far been made for the 
adjustment of claims of American citi- 
zens growing out of the sinking of the 
Lusitania?’’ Senator Robinson of Ar- 
kansas inquired. 

‘‘ Nothing whatever. That is included 
in the bill and under the. provisions of 
the bill the families and representatives 
of those who were murdered in the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania will have the op- 
portunity to present their claims,’’ Sen- 
ator Underwood replied. 

‘* Why,’’ asked Mr. Robinson, ‘‘ has no 
action been taken to adjust these 
claims? ”’ 

**I do not know,

This in the Russian opinion 
is what actually happened at The 
Hague. 2 

** Radek in a Pravda editorial suggests 
that the failure was also due to pres- 
sure by certain powerful groups of 
capitalists formerly owning Russian oil, 
iron, coal, copper and timber who were 
prepared to block the desire of their 
compatriots to do business with Russia 
unless their own claims were satisfied. 
Radek hints at the possibility of an 
anti-Russian agreement between France 
and England in return for. concessions 
by France in the Near East and on 
German reparations. Steklov in the 
Isvestia: seems to think the covert oppo- 
sition of America is also responsible for 
The Hague failure. 

**But whatever the reasons for the 
failure it is generally felt here that the 
way is now open for separate .agree- 
ments between Russia and England, 
Italy, Sweden, Holland, Scandinavia, 
&c., who really wish to do business. 
Litvinoff before leaving for The Hague 
made no secret of his opinion that the 
latter system would be more likely to 
produce results than an attempt at a 
collective accord, which he feared was 
rather chimerical. 

‘ Finally, it is the view here that Rus- 
sia can. afford to wait. Good crop 
prospects eliminate the most pressing 
problem—food—and justify hopes of an 
internal trade revival which will open 
the eyes of foreign business men. Sev- 
eral persons with whom THE NEw YORK 
TIMES correspondent has talked quoted 
Litvinoff’s. statement that most foreign 
Government were now pretty well aware 
of the real stability of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment and deduced therefrom that 
separate agreements involving recogni- 
tion would not be long delayed.

ORLANDO CABINET LIKELY: 


Following Attack on a “Christian 
Communist.”

ROME, July 19.—The fall of the Facta 
Cabinet had been forseen. The disap- 
pearance of this short lived ministry, 
headed by a politiclan who reached su- 
preme power partly because he was a 
lieutenant of Giollitti, calms neither the 
parliamentary situation nor the unrest 
in the country, which in some regions 
had assumed the character of civil war. 

The new Cabinet, like those which 
have preceeded it since the armistice, 
must count in the Chamber on the sup- 
port of the Catholics, who represent the 
strongest and most homogeneous. group 
numbering 106 Deputies. It cannot carry 
on in the country a policy energetically 
opposed to the Communists or the Fas- 
cisti for fear of graver troubles than 
those which have already occurred. 
Deputy Mussolini, leader of the Fascisti, 
speaking in the Chamber today said: 

“Soon the Fascisti will have to decide 
whether to continue their struggle in a 
légal or insurrectionary form. In the 
second case there would be no necessity 
to have Fascisti Deputies in Parliament. 

‘“‘I wish to solemnly and emphatically 
state that no Cabinet will be able to 
govern. Italy should machine guns 
against the Fascisti figure in its. pro- 
gram. We have numerous disciplined 
well organized forces. We will ‘react 
with extreme violence against any at- 
tempt to oppress us.”’ 


Startled by Mussolini Threat. 


As if this was not sufficiently clear, 
Mussolini, his shouts surpassing the 
noise made by his opponents, declared: 


“To any recation we will answer with 
insurrection.’’ 

These words pronounced by a man 
who is accustomed to carry out what 
he says, produced a profound impres- 
sion. Mussolini hastened to add: 

“‘] prefer a legal struggle for national, 
humane reasons, but I felt in conscience 
bound to warn you against the other 
eventuality, which should ~have its 
weight in the solution of the’ present 
crisis’’ 

The forecast of Mussolini is consid- 
ered in political circles to be unjustified, 
because it seems likely that the new 
Cabinet will be presided over by ex- 
Premier Orlando, who will have as his 
program the pacification of Italy with- 
out violent repressions. It would be a 
repetition of the Bonomi and Facta Cabi- 
nets, but stronger because of the great- 
er prestige of Orlando. 


Catholics Hastened Crisis. 


ROME, July 20 (Associated Press)— 
The fall of the Ministry of Premier de 
Facta, which resigned yesterday, ap- 
pears to have been precipitated by the 
Catholic Party, which, although it had 
eight members in the Cabinet, passed 
over to the opposition. 

Since leading Socialists, Communists, 


Fascisti and Liberals also voted against 
the Cabinet, there appears to be no in- 
dication of their intention to advise the 
Crown regarding a solution of the crisis. 
King Victor Emmanuel has taken no 
action on the Cabinet's resignation. 

Enrico de Nicola, President of the 
Chamber of Deputies and former Pre- 
mier Orlando were mentioned in Parlia- 
mentary circles as the most. probable 
choices for the Premiership. If either 
of them accepted the post, it would mean 
the formation of a Cabinet of concilia- 
tion opposed to violent repression of 
Fascisti and Communist demonstrations, 
which are believed to have been one of 
the principal factors that led to the 
downfall of the de Facta Ministry. 

The Giornale d'Italia, in considering 
former Premier Orlando as the most 
probable candidate for Premier, says it 
is likely that former Premier Bonomi 
will receive the Foreign. Ministership, 
that former Minister of the Treasury 
Meda will be made Minister of Justice, 
that General Badoglio may be Minister 
of War and Giuseppe de Nava Minister 
of the Treasury. 

The de Facta Cabinet during its four 
months of existence had only one big 
episode, the Genoa Conference. Signor 
de. Facta was unable to balance himself 
between the Sociailsts and the Fascistl. 
He insistently declared that he hoped to 
bring about pacification without resort 
to violence. 


Wants Extremists Barred. 


The attack by the Fascisti on the home 
of the Catholic Deputy, Guido Miglioli, 
at Cremona precipitated the antagonism 
of the Catholic Party against him. 
Deputy Miglioli calls.himself a ‘‘ Chris- 
tian Communist,’’ and was constantly 
the subject of vehement abuse on the 
part of the Fascistl. 

The Catholic or Popular Party Exec- 
utive Committee met last evening and 
adopted a resolution dealing with the 
present crisis. The resolution set forth 
that it was the essential duty of the 
Democratic, Popular and Reformist 
groups in Parliament to co-operate with | 
the ohuece of restoring respect for law, 
tranquillity of mind and the authority of 
the State. Without domestic peace, it 
was urged, there could be no financial or 
economic recovery nor a foreign policy 
calculated to improve Italy’s position. 

The resolution expressed the view that 
this program would not be furthered by 


the participation of either the Extreme! 


Left or the Extreme Right in. the new 
Cabinet. No reactionary or subversive 
elements should be admitted into the 
new Government, the resolution stated; 
but there should be an appeal to all the 
sane forces prepared to uphold constitu- 
tional liberty and internal peace. 

The resolution was framed by the Rev. 
Don [Tailgi Sturzo, the priest-leader of 
the Catholic Party. It indicates the great 
power of Sturzo and recalls his veto of 
the once powerful Giolitti, 
March the aged statesman, for many 
years Italy’s dictator, was prevented 
from .becoming Premier. 


Facta for Vigorous Measures. 


Signor de Facta, after his resignation, 
stated that he had made every effort to 
compel respect for law. There was re- 
cently, he said, a resumption of disorder 
due to the restless elements in-the coun- 
try which refused to follow the Gov- 
ernment's policy of freedom. No civi- 
lized country could tolerate such a state 
of affairs. He declared that a severe 
application of the law would be neces- 
sary and thet. the Government must pro- 
tect the lives and liberties of the people

LONDON, July 20.—The Council of the 
League of Nations continued its sittings 
at St. James Palace today. 

Progress was made with such matters 
as the international preventfon of 
disease in the Near East, though .even 
on a question of that kind divergences 
of national view made themselves felt. 
For instance, M, Viviani, on behalf of 
France, raised objections to proposals 
made by H. A. L. Fisher for the British 
Government. regarding the allocation of 
funds placed at the disposal of the 
Health Committee of the League by the 
Rockefeller Foundation, The point in 
dispute was a small one and a com- 
promise was speedily. arrived at, the 
terms of a resolution suggested by Sir 
Eric Drummond being accepted unani- 
mously. : 

On larger questions, such as fhe in- 
ternational reduction of armaments, no 
progress was made. Viviani and Hymans 
for: France and Belgium, respectively, 
riddled Lord Esher’s proposals, and 
though Lord Robert Cecil's scheme did 
net come up for actual discussion to- 
day, being deferred until the September 
meeting, it was made apparent that se- 
rious objections would then be lodged 
against it. 

Disarmament, several speakers said, 
must be simultaneous. Various points in 
the discussion were considered to em- 
phasize the fact that the League cannot 
reach its full stature until all nations 
of the world, or at-least all the great 
nations, come under its banners, but 
that meanwhile there were many things 
to which it could put its hand usefully.

AGREE ON IMPROVEMENT 


Absence of America From League 
Great Cause of Post-War Troubles, 
Mr. Saunders Holds.

LONDON, July 20.—W. L. Saunders of 
New York, a Directortof the Federal Re- 
serve Bank and of several financial and 
industrial ‘organizations, has been in 
England for some little time past. To- 
day, in an interview given to THE New 
YORK TIMES correspondent, he referred 
to.the statement made by Otto H. Kahn 
in The London Times last Monday.. He 
said he regretted to differ with Mr. 
Kahn. 

Mr. Saunders believed Mr.' Kahn’s 
statement had possibly given in England 
a@ somewhat erroneous impression of the 
prevailing American view of matters 
which Mr. Kahn had discussed. 

““My chief point of difference with 
Mr. Kahn," he said, “is in the spirit 
which is behind his position. This seems 
to me to be one of superlative criticism 
—an impulse to tear down rather than 
to build up, destructive without con- 
structive suggestions. Now I have the 
greatest respect for Mr. Kahn as a man 
of high motives and exceptional ability. 
We sit side by side on the Directorate of 
one of the largest American commercial 
organizations. But as some philosopher 
has put it, all men are. born either Tory 
or. Liberal in thought and action. Mr. 
Kahn is a Tory—the Peace Treaty of 
Versailles, the League of Nations and 
human and political conditions in the 
world today are Liberal. 

“Thus, being out of tune, he throws 

into the situation a discordant note. 
What else could have prompted him to 
Say the peace treaties ‘are more dev- 
astating in their effects than the war 
itself?’ He uses an ill-chosen word 
when he says ‘ deyastating.’ Witness de- 
!vastated France, think of devastated 
homes, devastated widows and orphans, 
| the devastated state of industry and fi- 
,nance brought about by the most cruel 
war in history. ‘The treaties did not 
precede but followed in the aftermath of 
this calamity. How gould they, how 
could any agency make such a situation 
worse? 

‘‘On the contrary, it is a fact, and a 
wonder, that conditions should have 
grown steadily better. Even. Mr. Kahn 
admits this, though he adds, by way of 
excuse, that this is due to the general 
recognition that remedial measures are 
necessary. In other words, he would 
jhave us belleve financial, economic ana 
l\industrial forces were somehow carried 
forward because the people at last had 
their eyes opened to the blunders made 
by their doctors at Versailles and that 
before a single dose of medicine haa 
been given to the sick patient, he rose, 
Lazarus like, fromthe tomb. 

‘But I regret my friend did not tell 
us what is_ the matter. with these 
treaties and what he would have done 
had he sat at the table with those ‘ best 
minds’ of nearly all nations of the 
world. It is not claimed that these able 
representatives .acted selfishly. It is 
not claimed they were governed: by his- 
torical. precedents set by the peace con- 
ferences which followed the Crimean, 
Napoleonic and other European wars 
where the territories and peoples were 
parceled gut to make a monarchist hol- 
iday. It is claimed, however, that they 
were governed by the. spirit in which 
those boys. had. laid down their lives, 
the. splrit that this war should put an 
eng: to war; that.as war had new been 
proved .to be the last resort of auto- 
crats, so should this peace be based 
upon constitutional demogratic govern- 
ments established through _ self-deteér- 
mination of the peoples. And in doing 
this they: were confronted by herculean 
difficulties: 

‘‘As with the Constitution of the 
United States, so let us now. amend and 
perfect these treaties as the wisdom. of 
experience may dictate, but the basic 
principles must and will be maintained. 

‘‘ For my part I am inclined to agree 
with. that wise’ observer. of ropean 
affairs, Herbert Hoover, who said 
shortly after the armistice that unless 
the nations of the. world, . including 
America, get together a, nome sort of 
league ‘this Europe will be a .chaos.’ 

“Tf the present troubles in’ sofhe of 
the ‘countries of Europe -are laid toe 
any one cause other than that which 
naturally. followed the war, that cause. 
it seems reasonable to ‘say. (and all 
statements of ‘this kind are only’ sur- 
mises) is the absence of America from 
the councils of the League of Nations. 
I am glad Mr. Kahn concludes his 
interview by saying it is our duty. to 
take ‘an-actively helpful and respon- 
sible part in the affairs of Europe.’ 
After such a statement I_am at a loss 
to understand why he did not.use his 
influence and'‘his splendid abilities to 
induce America to participate in the 
recent economic conference at . The 
Hague.” .

THE HAGUE, July 20.—The -Hague 
conference. is now dead and the last 
delegates have left the Peace Palace. 
“ All’s well that. ends well,’ said the 
Czechoslovakiam Minister, as he took 
his departure. ; 

At the last plenary session” of .the 
Non-Russian .Commission this, after- 
noon the atmosphere was certainly less 
tense and\ electrified than was the 
case at the meeting yesterday when 
no one seemed to be quite sure what 
was happening. The reports of the 
threes sub-commissions were adopted 
and Commander Hilton Young. summed 
up the situation in a speech in which 
he said that in spite of the new and 
important. suggestions made by the 
Russians it was clear to all the ‘dele- 
gations that these could not form the 
basis for agreements, 

Baron Cattier, the Belgian delegate, 
proposed a_ resolution, which was 
adopted, pledging. the participating 
powers to nse their influence with ‘their 
nationals to prevent them from ‘accept- 


ing concessions. in Russia involving 
property formerly. belonging to foreign- 
ers without the consent of these former 
owners. 

Baron Cattier said. he was authorized 
by Mr. Susdorf, the American’ Chargé 
;d Affaires to state that. the United 
| States Government had no: intention of 
|} modifying the line of conduct it had 
| previously adopted in this matter and 
that therefore no American . citizen 
could count upon its.support if ke at- 
tempted to acquire in Russia property 
belonging to another that had been na- 
tionalized. The French delegate, Comte 
de Chevilly, told THE Times corre- 
spondent yesterday that this attitude of 
the United States had given great moral 
support to the conference. 

It appears that the only delegations 
which had any deciding ‘voice atthe 
conference were the British, French and 
Belgian, all the other’ delegations re- 
maining as passive observers. The 
rapid» success of events yesterday -and 
the grand finale, which no one expected 
after Litvinoff's apparent capitulation, 
were in realty due to a conversatidh 
between Sir Philip Greame and Litvinoff 
yesterday after lunch, up to which time 
the British delegation» was inclined to 
favor examination of the Russian pro- 
posals and continuation of the confer- 
ence. During. the conversation, “which 
took place while they were pacing the 
beach, Litvinoff. announced that the 
Governments. must acknowledge the So- 
viet Government de jure before the 
latter carried out its proposals. This 
statement. completely shook the confi- 
dence of Sir Philip and caused the Brit- 
ish delegation to assume the French 
and Belgian viewpoint that the Russians 
were insincere and-to decide to bring 
the conference. to an end at once... This 
complete facing about of the British 
delegation caused great confusion yes- 
terday in journalistic and even delega- 
tion circles. 

I am informed that the International 
Labor Bureau put valuable documents 
relating to the Russian question at the 
disposal of the experts’ conferefice 
which were much appreciated. .- 

Opinion among the delegates as to 
whether the conference achieved any- 
thing appears to differ greatly, and more 
especially as to whether the final pro= 

osals made yesterday by the Russians 
mproved the situation for the Allies or 
the contrary. Commander Hilton Young 
when questioned said: 

* Litvinoff’s proposals certainly al- 
lowed us to end the conference on a 
much more optimistic note than we 
should otherwise have had, and gives 
us a new line.”’ 

He thought the proposals would be 
useful in formulating a basis for any 
future conference. He’ insisted chat 
unity of front really meant community 
of common sense. 

‘One thing. the conference ,achieved,”’ 
said the British expert, ‘‘is to make the 
Russians understand exactly how ‘facili- 
ties. .given to nationals for trade with 
Russia would work out and. educate 
them as to the practicable possibilities 
of the Western European market. It 
showed them also that they must take 
necessary measures to establish confi- 
dence first and that it is useless ‘to ex- 
pect any Government to wave a sort 
of magic wand in the question of cred- 
its. «They have come to see that their 
mere word means, nothing but that they 
must start the ball rolling before they 
can hope to get credits on any scale.’’ 

Sir Philip Lloyd Greame maintained 
that the conference broke up because 
the Russians refused to agree to any 
working machinery, or rules to be car- 
ried out by thde Governments, but in- 
sisted on Individual negotiation and in- 
dependent action by claimants ~ direct 
with the Soviet. Government, which 
method offered no sort of guarantee. 
The same thing applied in direct nego- 
tiation with all bondholders. 


THE HAGUE, July 20 (Associated 
Press).—The resolution concerning ex-

The report containing an outline of the 
work of -the conference. mentions the 
resolution adopted yesterday that if the 
Russians would loyally carry out’ their 
declaration it would contribute to re- 
estabHshment of the*confidence neces- 
sary for ‘the collaboration of Europe in 
the réconstruction of Russia. 

Fhe labors of the Non-Russian Com- 
mission, adds the report, have been in- 
spired throughout by the earnest desire 
to discover. some measure for a prac- 
tical, immediate agreement which could 
remove the obstacles now preventing ap- 
plication of the common resources of the 
civilized world for the reconstruction of 
Russian industry.

Executives Not Optimistic. 


The Eastern railway executives who 
met yesterday gave indication that there 
was little confusion of issues in their 
minds regarding the railroa strike. 
In the detailed statement which the 
officials issued after their ‘‘ experience "’ 
conference it was intimated that the 
shopmen’s strike would have to be 
fought to a finish and that there was 
no longer chance for settlement by con- 
ference. This opinion had, of course, 
been voiced by Chairman Hooper of the 
Labor Board when he announced yes- 
terday in Chicago that the board would 
attempt no more negotiations between 
the roads and the workers. According 
to sentimen in local railway circles, 
such an attitude by the Labor Board 
will do more to hasten a termination 
of the strike than any other develop- 
ment. With the Labor Board con- 
stantly attempting to. arrange confer- 
ences working toward some settlement, 
it was explained, the unions were en- 
abled to urge their striking members to 
‘“‘hang on’”’ in the hope that some 
favorablé outcome would be reached.

World Money Rates Declining.

BRITISH ON SUBSIDY | 


Declares Vote Against Ship Bill 
Would Be Help to England— 
Rebuked by Caraway. 


WASHINGTON, July 20+-The Ad- 


ministration Merchant Marine bill was 
Geelared by Senator . 


Ransdell of 


Louisiana, speaking today. in the 


Senate, to be ‘‘the most important. 
measure of self-defense. ever. pre- 
sented to the American Congress,” 
while-a vote against it, he said, would 
be ‘“‘a vote to aid Great Britain to 
injure the United States.’’ 

He reviewed charges of British Oppo 
sition to the bill and read voluminous 
statements from. British newspapers 
and from the heads of British com- 
mercial and shipping. organizations at- 
tacking it as inimical to British in- 
terests.- He deplored the bellicose tone 
which he said he saw in some of them, 
saying; 

‘‘The threats which plentifully be- 
sprinkled the majority of the British 
opiniéns which I have cited I merely 


want to allude to. Of the threats. ff 
war, whether discreetly or (eee ae 
worded, I want to say still less 1ey 
are unworthy of their authors and very 
offensive to patriotic Americans. War 
betwraen the two countries is unthink- 
able 

oegiering that the British wubeidy ons 
the Cunard Line was at least $1,000,000 
annually, Senator Ransdell anid that 
criticism of the alleged subsidy feat- 
ures of the Administration bill had come 
with poer grace from Sir Thomas Roy- 
don, head of the British line. 

Senator Caraway of Arkansas said 
that ‘‘ whenever anybody gets behind a 
cause that is so iniquitous that nobedy 
else espouses it the usual mode {fs to 
charge that the British are opposing it.” 
He added that Senator Ransdell had 
given a long ‘‘ essay on this ship sub- 
sidy thing that will do nothing but in- 
crease the number of floating saloons 
flying the American flag.’ 

Mr. Caraway adees that before Mr. 
Ransdel] had proe far he had an 
audience of two. oe of these, he said 
was the presiding officer, who could wot 
get away,.and the other was ‘the 
watchdog that the Republicans. have to 
leave on guard.”’ 


Baltimore & Ohio. 

The continued strength whieh Balti- 
more & Ohio shares have displayed from 
day to day has created.a belief in many 
quarters that the Directors will declare 
a dividend on the common stock sooner 
than had been expected. In this connec- 
tion it has frequently been pointed out 
that the eligibility. of the company’s 
bonds as a legal investment by savings 
banks in New York is dependent upon 


paying a dividend on the common stock 
this vear, and numerous persons in lo- 
cal banking circles do not believe that 
the. Baltimore & Ohio management will 
jeopardize the pesition of the bonds un- 
less absolutely necessary. According to 
recent .reports, the road's earnings for 
the first six months this year have 
amounted to 1% per cent. on the com- 
mon stock, or.at the annual rate of 3% 
per cent. Since, normally, the carrier's 
greatest earnings aré made in the: last 
half year, tt is assegted that the road 
will show at least 4 per cent.—the regu- 
lar common dividend rate—for this year. 


New Santa Fe Trackage Approved, 
WASHINGTON, July’ 20.—Santa Fe 
Railroad plans to secure construction. of 
an additional main track line between 
Eldorado and Ellinor, both in Kansas, 
were approved today by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. Tlie project. will 
cost $2,917,000 and will involve laying 


4344 miles of new line, cutting off 13.05 
miles of the distance traversed. by. the 
present Santa Fe main line in crossing 
the State.

Union Raises $1, 000,000 Defense 
Fund—8,000 Shirtmakers. 
‘May. Go Out,

The 50 000 cloak sae a iene in 
New York will quit work ‘in a. general 
strike at 10 o'clock next Tuesday morn- 
ing,! Benjamin Schlesinger, ‘President of 
the ‘International Ladies’.Garment Wark- 
ers’ Union, announced yesterday. 

Mr, Schlesinger said that the strike, 
or ‘‘ stoppage,” ‘as he designated ‘the 
movement, was to compel the inde- 
pendent manufacturers to’ renew their 
wage agreements with .the union for 
another two years, and for the purpose 
of “once and for all” eliminating the 
“social and corporation sweat-shops,” 

Because the members of the Cloak, 
Suit and Skirt Manufacturers’ Protec- 
tive Association and the American Cloak 
and Suit. Manufacturers’ . Association 
have already signed an agreement, the, 
movement is designated as a ‘‘ stop- 
*~page’”’ against them, and the workers 
will return to these shops tn a few days, 
it was explained. There are about 800 
of these shops, and they will be com- 
pelled to register “with the unions the 
contractors and sub-manufacturers. 

The movement against the 2,000° indé- 
pendent shops, r. Schlesinger said, 
would be a strike, and the 25,000 workers 
employed in these establishments will 
remain out until the employers sign the 
union agreement and reinstate full union 
working conditions and wages. 

Plans for a regular strike have been 
made by the union, which has hired ten 
halls at which the workers. will. assemble 
next Tuesday morning for mass meet- 
ings after they have left the shops. The 
union has raised a million-dollar fund 
to finance the strike. \ 

Unofficially, it was learned that the 
move of the union has been approved by 
the Cloak, Suitvand Skirt Manufacturers’ 
Protective Association and the American 
Cloak and Suit Manufacturers Associa- 
tion... 

Approximately 8,000 shirtmakerg quit 
work yesterday at noon and participated 
in a mass meeting in Cooper Union under 
the auspices of the Shirtmakers’ Joint 
Board, Amalgamated - Clothing. Workers 
of America. Plans were :discussed for 
calling a general strike to force all con- 
tractors to register and force them to 
observe union’ working conditions and 
pay union wages. Several shop strikes, 
involving more than 600 girls, have al- 
ready been ordered,

Previous Week, but Bettered 
a Year Ago. 


COAL SHOWS HEAVIEST CUT 


First Report Since Shopmen’s Strike | 


Reveals Decreases From Both 
1920 and 1921. 


Loadings for the week ended July 8, 
1922, totaled 718,319, a reduction of 158,- 
577 compared with the preceding week, 
but 77,784 cars more than in the same 
week of 1921. Compared with the cor- 
responding week in 1920, the July 8 state- 
ment represented a decrease of 77,872 
ears. The reduction during the week 
was due to the observance of the Fourth 
of July, according to the American Rail- 
way Association. The report is the first 
one since the beginning of the shopmen’s 
strike July 1. 

Coal loadings during the week of July 
8 totaled 68,996 cars, a decrease from the 
week before of 25,752 cars and a. de- 
crease of 54,974 compared with the same 


week last year. It was also a reduction 
of 115,131 cars compared with the same 
week of 1920. 

Merchandise and miscellaneous freight, 
including manufactured products, totaled 
482,079 cars, a decrease of 93,067 cars 
compared with the previous weck and 
an increase of 89,286 cars over the same 
week of 1921. Coke loadings totaled 
9,665 cars, 696 less than in the previous 
week, but 5,956 in excess of the corre- 
sponding week a year ago. Grain and 
en products totaled 35,267 cars, a 

ecrease of 6,630 cars from the preceding 
geek While this was a reduction of 

175 -compared with the corresponding 
week of 1921, it was an incrase of 5,474 
over the corresponding week two years 
ago. 

Live stock loadings totaled 21,847 cars, 
or 6,699 less than the total for the week 
before and an increase of 1,224 over last 
year. Loadings of forest products 
amounted to 44,736 cars. a decrease of 
16,686 cars compared with the preceding 
week and an increase of 10,057 over the 
Same week of 1921.

Two Indictments Returned Against 
Head of ‘Ready Made’ Home Scheme 


Two indictments charging grand larce- 
ny in the first degree were returned yes- 
terday by the Grand Jury against Alfred 
G. Oxley, President and manager of the 
Sterling System Homes Corporation of 
1 West Thirty-fourth Street. A bench 
warrant immediately was issued for him 
by Judge Mancuso, in General Sessions, 
and turned over to Detective Sergeant 
John Cunniff of the District Attorney’s 
office for service 

Thirty-five men and women who com- 
plained to District Attorney Banton 
about Oxley’s corporation told Assist- 
ant District Attorney James J. Wilson 
that they had lost more than $35,000 
through Oxley’s scheme of providing 
‘* ready-made "’ homes for them on the 
instalment plan of payment. 

Mrs. Marion McCarter of Rye, N. Y., 
complainant in the first indictment 
against Oxley, alleged that she - paid 
Oxley $4,100 in part payment for a 
‘* ready-made ’’ home on May 19 last. 
John P. Simmons, a professor of chem- 
istry in New York University, complain- 
ant in the second indictment, alleged 
| that Oxley got $1,000 from him under 
| similar conditions last January. 


Mr. Wilson's investigation revealed 
| that Oxley, on behalf of the corporation, 
j agreed to purchase the houses from a 
| Jumber concern in Michigan, and erect 
them on property owned by investors in 
the scheme. Oxley appeared before the 
Assistant District Attorney on July 14 
and declared that his overhead expenses 
proved .too great, and that delayed de- 
livery of the sectional parts of the 
houses also contributed to his trouble. 


Sulcide Witnessed by Several 


But State Geologist Says They Are 
Only Glacial ‘Float’ From 
Canada. 


CANTON, Ill, July 20. (Associated 
Press).—Local jewelers who scoffed at 
the idea of a “vein of gold” in Fulton 
County, when first reports came yester- 
day from the Dr. Harrison farm, ten 
miles south of here, announced today 
that they had tested the ore found by 
oil drillers and had found it to be real 
gold. 

Reports from the scene of the dis- 
covery this morning were that there was 
no undue excitement. Oil drillers re- 
ported that seven pieces of gold ore had 
been uncovered, They were thrown out 
at their feet as they pulled the drill out 
of the hole where they were prospecting 
for oil. 

One piece, it was reported, was a 
nugget worth about $40 at present gold 
prices. 


URBANA, IL, July 20.—F. W. De 
Wolf, Chief of the State Geological Sur- 


vey, said regarding the gold discovery 
in Illinois: 

“Not only has gold never been mined 
in this State, but it is practically certain 
that nowhere in the State will it ever be 
found in sufficient quantities to justify 
an attempt at production. The small 
nuggets of gold found occasionally have 
proved to be glacial ‘float’ brought by 
the great continental ice sheet from 
Canada.”

Bureau Will Not "injure Men Now 
Designing Little Houses, Says 
Edwin H. Brown. 


\ 

At a luncheon of the New York Chap- 
ter of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects held at the Delta Kappa Epsilon 
Club yesterday noon, plans were out- 
lined for the formation of the Atlantic 
division ef the Architects’ Small House 
Service Bureau by Edwin H. Brown; 
Chairman of the Committee on Small 
Houses. Twelve subscribers to stock 
joined the Atlantic Division of the bu- 
reau, bringing the charter membership 
to twenty-three, from whom a Board of 
Directors was elected. 

“The fundamental idea of the bureau 
is to educate the great class, which can- 
not afford to hire an architect to build 
its houses, in the knowledge of the bene- 
fits of good architecture,’ said. Mr. 
Brown. ‘‘ Our purpose is philanthropic; 
we want to put the ideal of good con- 
struction before the people who are 
building small houses. It is up to the 
architectural profession to teach them 
that artistic houses can be built as 
cheaply. 

“Ninety-five per cent. of the houses 
containing six rooms or less, in the 
Bronx, in outlying suburbs and in other 
cities, are not designed by architects. 
The bureau furnishes a set of plans, one 
of which may be purchased at a nominal 
sum. The bureau exists to improve the 
architecture of the small home, to elim- 
inate waste in the building, and to in- 
sure good, safe, economical building.”’ 

Replying to the objections that such a 
| bureau might tend to force out of bust- 
jness those architects who are getting a 


living by designing small houses, Mr. 
Brown said: ’ 

‘TI feel that it will be the biggest aid 
to such architects which has yet been 
devised by the profession. First, the 
bureau is limited to the design of houses 
of not more than six primary rooms; 
second, it recommends: the fullest use 
of an architect’s service; and thirdly, 
not 3 per cent. of these houses are de- 
| signed by architects. 

‘“‘It is distinctly up to the profession 
of architecture, and particularly up to 
the American Institute of Architects, to 
carry this thing through.’’ 

The Directors elected yesterday con- 
sist of S, E. Vorhees, J. Van Pelt, Sul- 
livan Jones, Francis Y. Joannes, ang 
Charles Butler, President of the New 
York Chapter. About fifty were present 
at the luncheon.

‘“Many people who have preached 
Americanization seem to believe that it 
constitutes solely a knowledge of our 
language,’’ said Mr. Smith. ‘* American- 


ization must go further and must-instil 
in the minds of our people a knowledge 
of the ends and purposes of our Gov- 
ernment. 

** Boy Scouts can render a great ser- 
vice to the country by preparing early 
in life to combat the arguments offered 
against it. The so-called soap box agi- 
tators speak of ruling classes. There is 
no ruling class in this country. If there 
is one nation under the sun today that 
|ts ruled by: the rank and file of the 
people it is the United States. All our 
history tends to develop that as an in- 
disputable fact. 

‘Opportunity in America is held out 
equally to the rich and to the poor. 
Washington, Lincoln, Jackson, McKin- 
ley, Garfield, Grant and Cleveland were, 
and Wilson and Harding are, men of 
modest means. The poo# immigrant 
who sends his children to our schools 
and obeys our laws is just as good a 
citizen as the man who can point to an 
unbroken line of New England an- 
cestors.”’
